The band of gypsles that Invaded
Wayne county Monday, driving four

WAYXNE

wagons up from Hawley to Hones-
dale and then up the valley to Car-
bondale, got into trouble before
they made thelr exit from Wayne.
They weore rounded up In  thelr
cump between Pond No. 4 and
Wight's statlon Wednesday morn-
ing at 4.30 by County Detective
Nick Spencer. who had Justice
Hanm's warrant to take the crowd
for steallng $27 from David Potter
of the Halfway house.

The strollers culled on Mr. Potter
Monday, along toward dusk. They
had driven from Hawley that day

and had been delayed in the woods
between White Mills and Indlan Op-
chard because one of the wagons
lost a couple of nuts somewhere on
the road and the whole outfit
started in search of the nuts, which

it took three-quarters of an hour
to find, They didn't stop at the
Indian Orchard house, but at the
Halfway they pulled up #and one
of the women trotted into the bar-
room. As usual. she wanted to tell

fortunes. Mr. Potter, who was be-
hind the bar counting a roll of bills,
gald there wasn't anvthing doing In
the fortune telling business at his
place that day and the woman went
out.

Just at that moment, Mr. Pot-
ter says, he was called Into the
room that opens off his bar and the
money, which lay on top of a book,
he left right where it was. He
wasn't gone more than a minute,
but when he got back the Dbills
had left the bar.

He suspected the gypsy woman at
once and he drove to Honesdale and
got out & warrant, which Detective
Bpencer took. Mr. Potter went
along and after driving all night
Spencer and Potter overhauled the
four wagonloads of gypsies, camp-
ed near a

farmhonse just beyvond |

the pond. The whole crew turned
out, jabbering Incoherently. Eight
horses woke up snorting and paw-
ing, Seven dogs began barking.
Five or six buables commenced to
ory,

The head of the gypsy band pro-
tested that he couldn't talk Eng-
lish. He mumbled something about
belng a Brazillan and wanted 1o
know If elther of hig visitors could
talk Spanish They adwmitted they
couldn’t. Then a woman asked if
there was anybody around that was
well up in German MNick and Dave
owned up thelr scholarship dido’t
go that far.

““All 1 know in those languages,”
eald Dave, "ls, "What will you
have?"

$10 in the wagons, and then he
paid Mr. Potter the $27 swiped off
the bar at the Halfway house, as
well as the offlcers’ feea and the
price of the rig that had chased the
gypsy outfit from Honesdale, .
